WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House scheduled new ne- 
gotiations today between the 
United 
Transportation 
Union 


and carriers in an attempt to 
settle a dispute that has idled 
four railroads. 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said the talks 
are the Nixon administration's 
continuing "attempts to aid the 
parties in reaching a voluntary 
agreement. 


Assistant Secretary of Labor 


W. J. Usery, acting on another 
administration directive, met in 
Cleveland with UTU President 
Charles Luna Wednesday night. 
A union spokesman said no 
progress was made in the 
meeting. 


Secretary of Labor James D. 


Hodgson told Congress the ad- 
ministration wants a voluntary 
settlement. "Compulsory solu- 
tions are a last resort," he told 
a House Commerce subcom- 
mittee Wednesday. 


His statements were backed 


up at the White House, where 
Ziegler said no request for 
emergency legislation would be 
made unless economic effects 
of the strike become too great.

Mosquito Immune 
to Pesticides Is 
Rampant in California 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


A type of mosquito which can 
infect 
humans with 
deadly 


sleeping sickness is reported 
out of control in California be- 
cause it has developed immun- 
ity to all known pesticides. 


Representatives of the state's 


health 
and 
agricultural 


agencies met Wednesday to 
seek new ways to control Culex 
tarsalis mosquitoes. 


Richard F. Peters, director of 


mosquito abatement for the 
California Department of Pub- 
lic Health, said that after a 
quarter-century of using in- 
creasingly 
potent 
pesticides, 


the chemicals are no longer ef- 
fective and the insects are mul- 
tiplying rapidly, especially in 
the state's irrigated, agricul- 
turally rich valleys. 


The mosquito can carry Ve- 


nezuelan equine encephalomye- 
litis (VEE), which is sweeping 
Mexico and Texas, and another 
avreity of sleeping sickness of- 
ten fatal to humans, Peters 
said. 


"There is a mosquito crisis in 


the San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento valleys," he said. "We 
have a mosquito explosion in 
these areas and it is "'cely to 
spread to other parts of the 
state. We are greatly con- 
cerned." 


The meeting dealt firs? with 


the threat of VEE to horses, 
where it is fatal about 60 per 
cent of the time. It affects hu- 
mans less severely, somewhat 
like influenza. Plans were 
made to organize "an army of 
veterinarians" to immunize all 
of the state's 400,000 horses. 


VEE has not reached Califor- 


nia, but Peters predicted it will 
because of traffic from Mexico. 


Culex tarsalis is known to 


'carry two other kinds of Sleep- 
ing sickness. One, the St. Louis 
strain, affects only 
humans, 


mostly adults, and usually is 
not fatal. 


The other, Western equine en- 


cephalitis, is often fatal to hu- 
mans, health officers said. 


An outbreak in California in 


1952 affected some 800 persons. 
Fifty died and another 50, 
mostly very young children, 


Secret War in Laos 
More Difficult for 
U.S. Day by Day 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Day 


by day and leak by leak, the 
secret war in Laos is becoming 
more and more difficult to 
hide. 


Successive 
administrations, 


Democratic 
and 
Republican, 


have refused to discuss the ex- 
tent of U.S. involvement in 
Laos, a small, landlocked and 
officially neutral country whose 
borders touch China, North and 
South 
Vietnam, 
Cambodia, 


Thailand and Burma. 


The question is not whether 


the United States provides mili- 
tary and economic aid to the 
neutralist government of Laos, 
but whether Americans are ac- 
tually engaged in fighting. 


The 
official 
response, 
as 


enunciated by President Nixon 
when asked during a Sept. 26, 
1969, 
news conference about 


American involvement in the 
war, is: "There are no Ameri- 
can combat forces in Laos." 


A year later, an Associated 


Press dispatch from Saigon 
quoted a military source as 
saying casualties for U.S. Spe- 
cial Forces troops in Laos were 
1 or 2 killed and 3 to 10 
wounded each month. 


Asked about the figures, a 


U.S. command spokesman in 
Saigon said, "There are no U.S. 
combat troops in Laos." 


Slowly, over a long series of 


hearings, the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee has dis- 
closed some of the U.S. in- 
volvement in Laos. Other infor- 
mation has come from such 


of Congress prohibiting support 
of mercenaries in Laos.

by the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency have been fighting in 
Laos. Forty Cambodians were

Is in Making

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is on the 
way to piling up the worst 
back-to-back deficits in federal 
government 
operations 
since 


1945-46. 


But administration 
officials 


shrug off the two deficits, ex- 
pected to total more than $40 
billion in fiscal 1971 and 1972, 
saying they are fiscally respon- 
sible. 


The reason, they say, is that 


the budget spending is pegged 
to the amount of tax revenues 
the government would expect to 
receive in times of high pros- 
perity. 


In fiscal 1945,,,, the federal 


deficit, ballooned: by wartime 
spending, was $45 billion. As 
peace returned, ' the 
deficit 


dropped to $18 billion the fol- 
lowing year. 


The treasury Department re- 


ported Wednesday the deficit 
for fiscal 1971, which ended 
June 30, climbed to $23.2 bil- 
lion, second highest one-year 
deficit of the post-World War II 
era. 


Officially, the White House 


says, the deficit for fiscal 1972 
will be $11.6 billion. But al- 
ready administration 
officials 


have acknowledged publicly it 
will be closer to $18.6 billion. 


The largest back-to-back defi- 


cits in the past 25 years were 
those in fiscal 1967 and 1968 
when 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 


Johnson was in office. 


But the Nixon deficits are 


more responsible than those, 
say administration officials, in-

John B. Connally, a Democrat 
and close political associate of 
Johnson.

Decision on 
Death Penalty 
Before Court

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


death penalty will be the first 
order of business for the Su- 
preme Court when the new 
term begins in October. 


Although there has been no 


public announcement, the court 
has notified 
lawyers to be 


ready to argue four capital 
punishment cases beginning 
Oct. 12, first hearing day of the 
term. 


The scheduling 
gives 
the 


cases priority and means a de- 
cision could be announced by 
winter, provided the justices 
are not seriously split over the 
issues. 


More than 600 men and wom- 


en on death rows in 33 states 
have a stake in the outcome. 
There has been no execution in 
the United States since 1967. 


This will be the first time the 


court has considered the theory 
that the 8th Amendment's ban 
on "cruel and unusual punish- 
ments" outlaws the death pen- 
alty. The contention is ad- 
vanced by John Henry Furman, 
of Georgia and Earnest James 
Aikens Jr. of California, both 
convicted of murder. 


Furman was sentenced 
to 


death in Chatham County in 
1968 for the slaying of William 
J. Micke during a burglary of 
Micke's home. Furman claimed 
his pistol fired when he tripped 
over a wire. 


Aikens 
was 
sentenced 
to 


death in 1965 for the murder of 
a Ventura housewife, Mary Ea- 
ton. Mrs. Eaton was stabbed to 
death in her home. 


The other two cases involve 


rape, and involve the single 
question of whether the 8th 
Amendment prohibits 
capital 


punishment when the victim's 
life was not taken. 


Two black men convicted of 


raping white women are ap- 
pealing. 


Lucious Jackson 
was sen- 


tenced to death in Chatham 
County, Ga., in 1968 for the 
rape of Mary George Rose, a 
physician's wife. Elmer Branch 
was sentenced in 1967 for the 
rape of Mrs. Grady Stowe, an 
elderly widow, at her home 
near Vernon, Tex. 


Georgia and Texas juries 


have wide discretion in sentenc- 
ing defendants in rapes. The 
sentence range from a year in 
Georgia 
and 
five years in 


Texas all the way up to death. 


Last May, the court in a 6-3 


ruling rejected two arguments 
outlawing capital punishment 
itself.

Hears Moon Landing 
Moon Buggy A^'°Jl!i!et?b!e New Tech' 
Is Fascinator 
This Trip 


SPACE CENTER, 
Houston 


(AP) — "You'll get the hang of 
it in three or four minutes," 
David R. Scott assured me as I 
climbed aboard a model of the 
moon buggy that he and James 
B. Irwin are to drive on the lu- 
nar surface this weekend. • 


"It's simple," he said. "Just 


push forward lightly on the joy- 
stick." 


I was a little heavy-handed, 


and the Jeep-like vehicle shot 
forward ... right into a shal- 
low make-believe crater on a 
mock moonscape at Cape Ken- 
nedy, Fla. 


That was several weeks ago. 


And Scott and Irwin probably 
were holding their breaths that 
I didn't wreck their training 
craft. 


But with astronaut training 


instructor 
John 
Olmstead 


seated beside me, I did get the 
hang of maneuvering the four- 
wheel runabout in about 10 
minutes. 


The main lesson was adjust- 


ing to the sensitivity of the T- 
shaped joystick, mounted like a 
gear shift on the floor between 
the two astronauts. 


The slightest touch turns the 


wheels. All you have to do is 
rest a hand on the top. Push it 
forward and the lunar vehicle 
goes forward. Lean your hand 
to the right and it gees right. 
Pull part way back and you're 
in reverse. Pulling all the way 
back brakes it. 


In 10 minutes you can be tool- 


ing along among the craters 
and boulders of the moonscape 
with the east of a centipede. 


The buggy, called Rover I, 


cost $8 million, the most ex- 
pensive car ever built, and if 
you're Scott you plan to discard 
it after driving 22 miles. So 
you're driving at the rate of 
$363,636 to the mile. 


You can travel at a max- 


imum speed of 10 miles an 
hour. But—for good reason—av- 
erage only about eight m.p.h. 
The engineers say that at fas- 
ter speeds the 
wire 
mesh 


wheels may tend occasionally 
to lift a few inches off the 
ground in the reduced gravity. 


But before you start off, you 


set your navigation system. Be- 
cause the moon has no magnet- 
ic North Pole, you get your 
bearing by the angle of the sun. 


After turning on the power, 


you point the Rover away from 
the sun and use a sundial-like 
device on the dashboard to tell 
you exactly in which horizontal 
direction the buggy is pointed. 


This information is used to 


set the gyroscope, in effect giv- 
ing the navigation system an 
artificial North Pole. 


The system tells you whene- 


ver you want to know the direc- 
tion and distance to the lunar 
module and the total distance 
you have traveled.

110 Convicted 
in Coup Attempt 


JAKARTA (AP) — Military 


courts have convicted 110 mili- 
tary men in the past five years 
for a part in the murder of six 
army generals during the 1965 
attempted Communist coup, an 
army spokesman said today. 


The spokesman said 10 of the 


men were sentenced to death, 
20 to life terms and the other 80 
to prison terms ranging from 15 
to 20 years. He refused to say- 
how many of the 10 have been 
executed. 


The coup in October 1965 was 


crushed quickly by Maj. Gen 
Suharto, then chief of the army 
strategic reserve command and 
now president of Indonesia. 


All Around Town 


for Entry in 
Moon Gravity

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) - The Apollo 15 astro- 
nauts, their commander a new- 
ly qualified space plumber, ze- 
roed in on the moon with a 
brief engine burst today and 
were ready to fire into lunar 
orbit using a new technique 
that will require split-second 
manual control. 


The one-second coarse change 


maneuver at 11:04 a.m. EOT 
nudged the spaceship onto a 
moreprecise path that will take- 
it within 65 miles of the moon's 
surface later in the day. 


Scott, who used a wrench 


Wednesday night to fix a water 
leak in the cabin, reported "J 
guess you can see it was a nice 
smooth burn." 


Apollo 15 was 
14,294 miles 


from the moon, travening 2,691 
miles an hour. 


As the astronauts make their 


clo<!p approach to the moon, 
they will execute a new engine 
ignition procedure to shoot into 
orbit. 


The new firing procedure is 


necessary to by-pass a short 
circuit that developed in the en- 
gine system shortly after Scott, 
James B. Irwin and Alfred M. 
Worden were launched, from 
Cape Kennedy Monday on their 
moon-landing expedition. 


Astronaut Richard Gordon, 


commander of the Apollo 15 
backup crew, worked out the 
technique in a computer-driven 
simulator here and passed up 
instructions 
to 
Apollo 
15 


Wednesday night. 


First trial of the procedure is 


set for 4:05 p.m. EOT today 
when Apollo 15 sweeps behind 
the backside of the moon and 
fires into orbit about 70 miles 
above the surface. 


The short is in one of two 


electrical circuits which the as- 
tronauts can use to trigger the 
20,500-pound thrust engine on 
their command ship Endea- 
vour. 


The second circuit is in good 


condition, but at least six more 
firings 
of the engine 
are 


planned and to use the second 
bank for all six might deterior- 
ate it. 


Under the procedures worked 


out by Gordon, Apollo 15 will 
use computer control and the 
good circuit for the most criti- 
cal burns. A hybrid maneuver 
employing both circuits under 
manual control will be used for 
the firings requiring less, but 
still extremely accurate, pre- 
cision, such as the one firing 
them into moon orbit. 


While the astronauts were in 


a sleep period at 1:25 a.m. to- 
day Apollo 15 quietly slipped 
through a so-called "twilight 
zone" in which the gravitation- 
al influence of the earth and 
moon is equal.

As crime statistics rise, 


more and more people are 
acquiring one of the best 
b u r g l a r alarms ever in- 
vented—man's best friend, 
the noble dog. And there's 
been a spectacular boom in 
the sale of dogs specially 
trained for protection. 


Booms, as usual, attract a 


certain number of unethical 
dealers. The dog you buy, 
"trained for p r o t e c t i o n , " 
may have been mistrained— 
n e i t h e r noble nor man's 
friend at all, but in fact a 
serious financial hazard. A 
number of owners of mis- 
t r a i n e d dogs have been 
slapped with suits for heavy 
damages. 


There are two or three lev- 


els of training—proper train- 
ing, that is—for protective 
dogs. The most t h o r o u g h 
takes up to a year, and runs 
the price tag on the dog up 
to the cost of an imported 
sports car. But there's a 
quicker and cheaper way of 
doing it, for the unethical 
dealer. 


"There is no trick to turn- 


ing out a vicious dog," says 
the Journal of American In- 
surance. "Anybody can do 
it. All you have to do is mis- 
treat the animal so badly 
that it fears and hates all 
humans." 


True, 
this dog will be 


tough on intruders. But, the 
journal warns, it's just as

P r o t e c t i v e dogs can be 


loosely classified as watch- 
dogs, commando dogs and 
guard or a t t a c k dogs. A 
w a t c h d o g can be owner- 
trained. But it should bark 
only when m o u n t i n g an 
alarm, not just to exercise 
its tonsils, and stop barking 
on command. A dog that 
barks at e v e r y t h i n g can 
cover up the sounds of a 
burglary while its owner as- 
sumes it's hassling a passing 
cat. 


A guard dog's training con- 


sists of 150 to 300 simulated 
fights with "intruders." It's 
allowed to win them all, and 
become supremely self-con- 
fident. It's trained to attack 
on a voice or hand signal by 
its owner. The cost of such 
a dog generally runs from 
$850 to $1,500. 


The commando dog is a 


sophisticated o p e r a t o r . It 
can patrol scout, climb lad- 
ders, guard prisoners and 
respond to 100 or more com- 
mands. Don't expect to pick 
one up for less than $3,000 to 
$4,000. 


Many small businessmen 


have found that a guard or 
attack dog "offers an excel- 
lent return on the invest- 
ment," says the insurance 
journal. The owner of one 
large t r a i n i n g kennel re- 
ported that only one of his 
customers had suffered a 
break-in—and in that case 
the dog kept four burglars 
cornered all night in a small 
factory. 


Nevertheless, the journal 


cautions this isn't the family 
dog for e v e r y o n e . One 
trainer is quoted as warning

— Capt. Ernest L. Medina will 
be judged by five higher-rank- 
ing officers, all of them Viet- 
nam veterans, when his court- 
martial on charges of murder 
and assault at My Lai resumes 
Aug. 16. 


The jurors were agreed upon 


Wednesday. Five is the min- 
imum required to hear the 
case. 


The military judge, Col. Ken- 


neth Howard, asked Medina 
how he pleaded. Medina's de- 
fense lawyer, F. Lee Bailey, 
answered for 
the 
Montrose, 


Colo., officer. 


"Not 
guilty to everything, 


your 
honor," 
said 
Bailey, 


standing with Medina. 


Then, the court-martial was 


recessed for 18 days to allow 
the government to subpoena 48 
witnesses and arrange for their 
transportation here. 


The jurors will be two colo- 


nels, two lieutenant colonels, 
and a major. Four are combat 
veterans of either Vietnam or 
Korea, and the fifth served a 
noncombat tour in Vietnam. 


Medina, the commander of 


infantrymen who swept through 
My Lai on March 16, 1968, is 
charged with the premeditated 
murder of "not less than 100 
Vietnamese men, women and 
children," the specific murders 
of a Vietnamese woman and a 
boy, and with assault. 


If convicted of murder, Me- 


dina faces a maximum penalty 
of life imprisonment. 


Medina, who was Lt. William 


L. Galley Jr.'s commander, tes- 
tified at Galley's trial that he 
had seen none of his troops 
shooting civilians, and denied, 
as claimed by Galley that he 
had issued any such orders.

The Navajo's 
'Living Legend7

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


His Navajo friends call him 
"brother," and 
for 
more 


than half a century R. M. 
Bruchman has been a living 
legend 
among 
the 
tribes 


around Winslow, Ariz. 


"They insist I was stolen 


from a tribal camp as a 
baby and raised to deny my 
Navajo heritage by my Mex- 
ican 
captors," 
Bruchman 


mused. "I gave up trying to 
change their minds 
years 


ago despite the fact my birth 
certificate says I was born 
in London, England." 


The 88-year-old Bruchman 


has lived" among the tribes 
of 
northeastern 
Arizona's 


vast Navajo and Hopi Indian 
reservations for more than 
70 years. In spite of his age 
he is one of the most active 
and popular traders in the 
area. 


The Navajos say he speaks 


their language like an In- 
dian. And Bruchman's mas- 
tery of the language has per- 
mitted him to become close 
to the Navajo people. His 
understanding of their cus- 
toms has contributed to his 
many years as a successful 
Indian trader. "The Navajo 
are a polite and cultured 
people," he explained, "and 
their concept of good man- 
ners can make the white 
man seem offensive." 


"Of course, some of the 


old customs are disappear- 
ing and the younger Navajos 
approach trading just as a 
white man does and with 
less of the courtesy shown 
by their elders." 


Bruchman said there have 


been changes in the types of 
goods 
the Indians 
barter 


over the years during which 
he has be'en trading. "I used 
to trade corn and other food- 
stuffs 
for such things 
as 


wool, handwoven rugs and 
handmade 
jewelry. 
Today 


the Indians buy cameras, 
tape recorders and radios 
with the cash I give them 
for rugs and jewelry. 


"But there are some goods 


as valuable to them today as 
they were 40 to 50 years ago. 
Pendleton b l a n k e t s and 
shawls have been important 
to them ever since I re- 
ceived my first shipments 
about 1910. 


"The blankets and shawls 


are probably the only prod- 
ucts produced by the white 
man that have become a 
part of the Indian culture. 
They like the quality, de- 
signs and colors. And"that's 
not surprising because these 
blankets and shawls have 
been made especially for the 
Indians since the early 1900s. 


"When a Navajo child is 


born, he receives a Pendle- 
ton blanket. When he dies he 
is buried wrapped in the 
same blanket." 


So it seems the white man 


makes blankets to sell to the 
Indians. Weren't you taught 
it was the other way around? 


One aspect of trade that 


has become an accepted 
part pf Indian economics is 
pawning. However, Bruch- 
man explained, the Indian 
views pawning as a form of 
safekeeping rather than as a 
way to obtain money. "The 
most valuable items to the 
Indians are their handmade 
jewelry and their shawls and 
blankets.

Consumer 
Food Coifs 
Up in June

WASHINGTON (AP) - High- 


er prices paid farmers for key- 
products were the main reason 
for a rise in consumer 
food 


costs last month, the Agricul- 
ture Department reported to- 
day. 


Cost of a selected "market 


basket" list of food rose 0.7 per 
cent in June, including retail 
price increases for beef, pork, 
frying chickens and fresh fruit. 
But farmers' share of the food 
dollar dropped from the June 
1970 level. 


The farm value of the bas- 


quet of food rose 1.6 per cent 
from May, while middlemen 
collected 
only 0.1 per 
cent 


more, their lowest rise in four 
months. Over the long haul, 
however, 
rising 
middleman 


costs have been the larger fac- 
tor in consumer food price in- 
creases. 


On an annual basis, the en- 


tire market basket in June cost 
consumers $1,251 for a typical 
household. Of that, farmers got 
$481 and middlemen $770. 


In May the selected list cost 


$1,243, of which farmers re- 
ceived $473 and middlemen, al- 
lowing 
for 
rounded figures, 


$770. 


A year earlier, the June list 


cost $1,228 and included $480 for 
farmers and $748 for middle- 
men who transport, process 
and sell the items at retail. 


Thus, farmers in June, while 


contributing most to the one- 
month retail price increase, 
gained only $1 in their share of 
the market basket while mid- 
dlemen boosted theirs $22 from 
a year earlier. 


Today's report showed retail 


prices for market-basket foods 
rose 1.9 per cent from a year 
earlier. During the same time, 
farmers averaged only 0.3 per 
cent more while 
middlemen 


prices 
were 
boosted 3 per 


cent—10 times the farm rate. 


Put another way, the June in- 


creases left farmers with a 38- 
cent share of each consumer 
food dollar, same as in May 
and one cent less than in June 
of last year. 


The analysis was in a month- 


ly report issued by the Eco- 
nomic Research Service, start- 
ed last April to call attention to 
factors involved in retail gro- 
cery prices.

"Another gov- 
ernment man came out to 
inspect the Navajo sheep 
and decided the grade of 
wool wasn't good enough. He 
said he would have about 50 
American sheep shipped out 
here and told the Indians to 
breed their own animals to 


Purchase of Office 
Building Is Considered 
for Crowded Agencies 


LITTLE ROCK ( A P I - Sec- 


retary of State Kelly Bryant 
confirmed 
Wednesday 
the 


Bumpers 
administration was 


considering the possibility of 
purchasing an office building to 
meet the space needs of crowd- 
ed state agencies. 


The National Old Line Build- 


ing, which faces the state Capi- 
tol building, has been men- 
tioned as one which the admin- 
istration might desire to pur- 
chase. 


"We've thought about it," 


said Bryant. "Nothing has been 
been done. We've talked about 
other things." 


Bryant is secretary of the 


new Public Building Authority 
created by Act 56 of 1971. The 
other four members, who serve 
by appointment of the governor, 
have not yet been named by 
Gov. Dale Bumpers. 


Troyt B. York, director of the 


Department of Planning, said 
the governor had asked him not 
to take any action to consoli- 
date his staff until a decision 
can be made on the purchase of 
an office building for all de- 
partmental operations. 


York's department, because 


of lack of space, has been dis- 
persed to several locations. 


Robert D. Lowry, executive 


vice president of National Old 
Line 
Insurance Co., said 


Wednesday that the building 
was not for sale. 


He said that neither he nor 


W. E. "Bill" Darby, president 
of the firm, had talked with 
anyone in state government 
about possible sale of the build- 
ing. 


"We built it for a purpose," 


Lowry said. "It's not for sale." 


Bryant said that the Marion 


Hotel and the Albert Pike Ho- 
tel, further from the Capitol 
building than the National Old 
Line Building, had been men- 
tioned in discussions about so- 
lutions to space problems. 


Bumpers recently asked the 


heads of the 13 major executive 
departments 
to 
survey 
the 


agencies under their command 
to deterrriine how much space 
was needed. 


Gene Kelley, executive secre- 


tary \» Bumpers, said all of 
the rejjorts indicated a need for 
morp cipace, substantially more 
in s*»eral cases. 


The state Employment Se- 


curity Division, for example, is 
taking over the family assist- 
ance programs previously con- 
ducted out of the Welfare De- 
partment offices. 


The acquisition of that func- 


tion means the ESD likely will 
need 100,000 square feet of of- 
fice space, roughly 65,000 more 
than is available in the ESD 
building. 


Another factor in the space 


problem is the desire by Bump- 
ers and the department heads 
to draw into a single area the 
various agencies under each de- 
partment. 


York pointed out, for ex- 


ample, that his department, by 
absorbing other functions under 
Act 38, the reorganization law, 
had six separate staff opera- 
tions in six office buildings in 
two counties. 


That, he said, is the most 


difficult problem he is facing. 
The department needs about 
8,500 square feet of floor space, 
which is the amount the scat- 
tered branches have in use, but 
the space is needed in one cen- 
tral location so the operations 
can be brought to one place, 
York said.

al Old Line Building figured 
in state plans, he believed the 
state also should acquire a sec- 
tion of land across Capitol Ave- 
nue from National Old Line. 
Such a purchase should be 
made from an aesthetic stand- 
point to protect the front view 
of the Capitol, Bryant said. 


Kelley concurred in Bryant's 


view that state interests would 
be served through the purchase 
of the property flanking both 
the Capitol and the National Old 
Line Building. 


Even if the building were not 


for sale, the state could, under 
authority given to the Public 
Housing Authority, exercise the 
right of eminent domain, con- 
demn the property and then pur- 
chase 
it. 
However, 
some 


officials said such a course 
might not be wise since the 
state could pay more in the 
long run through that alterna- 
tive than would be involved in 
simply trying to purchase some 
other building. 


The authority is also given au- 


thority to issue revenue bonds 
to finance the construction or 
purchase of office buildings. 


Bryant said the alternative of 


constructing an office building 
had the shortcoming of the time 
that would lapse before con- 
struction would be completed 
and the building ready for use. 
He said the process would take 
about two years. 


He also said that it was "im- 


possible" that, through legisla- 
tive action, about $550.000 under 
the control of the Revenue 
Building Commission could be 
granted to the authority for de- 
velopment—by construction, pur- 
chase or whatever — of office 
space for the state. 


That money was reserved for 


construction of a third floor on 
the Justice Building, but bids 
received for the project exceed- 
ed the funds available to pay 
for the construction. The money 
is not needed to pay off the 
revenue bonds, Bryant said. 


"We're doing very well on 


the bonds," he said. "They run 
about $80,000 a year and we'll 
be 
doubling 
payments to 


$160,000 annually before long." 


Renovation of the Capitol Hill 


Apartments building, being con- 
verted for state offices since 
its purchase several years ago, 
continues with the fifth and 
sixth floors to be ready for oc- 
cupancy this fall, Bryant said. 


He said a contract will be let 


Sept. 1 for work on the seventh 
floor, which is the top floor. 


Work also is 90 per cent com- 


plete on a new state office build- 
ing located near the Capitol on 
Markham Street. Bryant said 
some agencies may be able to 
move into that building in Aug- 
ust. 


He said, however, that he saw 


little need to assign office space 
in either building with any per- 
manence until the administra- 
tion settles 
on 
a plan for 


consolidating 
agencies 
under 


each department and determin- 
ing how each department could 
utilize the available space.

At the core, 
each is at war with the other. 
There must be a choice." 


Secretary of Transportation 


John A. Volpe was called to 
testify today. 


The subcommittee, at hear- 


ings on a batch of bills to set 
up new permanent legislation 
heading off frequent emergency 
congressional 
intervention in 


plane and train disputes, faces 
a difficult job, said Commerce 
Committee Chairman Harley 0. 
Staggers. 


"I hope they have all the wis- 


dom in the world to come up 
with it," the West Virginia 
Democrat 
told 
Hodgson. 


"We've been asked for some 
permanent legislation ... it's 
going to be a little bit hard to 
come up with some kind of an- 
swer." 


Staggers approved of Hod- 


gson's decision declining to dis- 
cuss the current selective-strike 
situation. The chairman said 
strikers 
and 
management 


should have an opportunity to 
work out their own affairs un- 
der Hodgson's encouragement 
of a voluntary settlement in- 
stead of a compulsory solution 
by Congress now. 


Hodgson, urging approval of 


the Nixon administration's pro- 
posed emergency public inter- 
est protection act, said: "The 
public will no longer tolerate 
national emergencies caused by 
transportation labor disputes. 


"Bargainers no longer fear 


congressional 
action as they 


once did, so more and more 
disputes will end up in the lap 
of Congress. This leaves Con- 
gress with the choice of either 
equipping itself to get heavily 
into the labor dispute-settling 
business or enacting legislation 
to forestall assumption of this 
unwanted burden." 


The administration bill would 


build on the Taft-Hartley Act, 
giving the president three new 
options covering all transit in- 
dustries, and 
would 
reform 


Railway I-abor Act procedures 
"to create a new climate that 
will promote real and effective 
collective bargaining," Hodgson 
said. 


The president could either ex-

The small- 
er ones, half naked, cry. 


The village of Krol Kou, just 


inside Cambodia, is a forward 
command post for the South 
Vietnamese army

along Highway 1 some 60 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


The soldiers bivouac in the 


houses. They cook chickens and 
rice. 


Prum Sath, 40-year-old father
